The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: That which is 
conceded to be old in Figure 5 and pages 2 and 3 of the specification, Ito (U.S. Patent 
No. 7,141,161), and Deguchi (U.S. Patent No. 7,1 35,1 11) are considered to be the 
closest art because they disclose similar processes. The case has been allowed 
because the recited combination of steps would not have been obvious from that which 
is conceded to be old in Figure 5 and pages 2 and 3 of the specification, Ito (U.S. Patent 
No. 7,141,161), and Deguchi (U.S. Patent No. 7,135,111).
